When they came thus down 
the stretch and over the finish line 
it was impossible for the crowd 
determine the winner and only a 
photograph revealed that Santi Quar- 
anti had the better of his rival by a 
nose.

4-Year-Old Wins Richest Hunt- 
Meeting Steeplechase Satur- 
day In Field Of Fifteen 


When the successful young gentle- 
man rider Johnny Harrison called gn 
S. A. Warner Baltazzi’s Ad Lib be- 
tween the eighteenth and last fence 
in America’s greatest classic, the Nat- 
ional Cup, at Fair Hill last Saturday, 
the little chestnut son of Hourless— 
Thora Belle well justified his name 
and had “as much as you want” to 
turn back Brandywine Stable’s Mel- 
leray Pass, pace maker, and Mont- 
pelier’s El Dorador. In one of the 
most colorful days in hunt-meeting 
history, the great Foxcatcher grand- 
stands were filled to a seat with some 
20,000, fifteen paraded to the post for 
the stiffest test in America since the 
Tennessee Grasslands, when William 
B. Streett, well known trainer, was 
to get his third winner.

Among the jumps to be negotiat- 
ed are such obstacles as a French 
75 mm. gun, a trench parapet, a pup 
tent and an in-an-out jump com- 
posed of four regimental standards, 
furled as if in camp for the night 
and resting upon upright# composed 
of stacked rifles.

Joint-Masters, Anderson Fowler, 
Jr., and James Cox Brady, Jr., of 
Essex, near Peapack, New Jersey, 
have one of the largest and best 
packs of Hounds in the 26 year his- 
tory of the well known Hunt. The 
Chronicle enjoyed a most interesting 
visit to the splendid kennels last 
Monday, where Huntsman William 
Thomas has a young-entry of 22 
Hounds for the 1938-1939 season. 

Twenty-two couple are to be taken 
to Bryn Mawr for the Bench Show, a 
considerable number but a_ great 
showing and Essex’s first such out- 
ing. These Hounds had been hunt- 
ing on Monday, and no attempt has 


been made to keep them up. Essex 
has 32 couple of dogs and 49% 


couple of bitches for use this year, 
all of great quality and breeding. 

Huntsman Thomas, in his third 
season, started with Hounds, without 
horses on the 15th of July, roading. 
Cubbing has been underway since the 
20th of August. On Monday last Es- 
sex Hounds had a line on two cubs, 
who swung along behind an old fox. 
Hounds ran unchecked for forty-five 
minutes, despite considerable corn 
and the general dryness of the coun- 
try. 

The Essex staff is well mounted, 
with 18 Hunt horses. One of the 
Huntsman’s favorites is Hurry Away, 
by Hustle On, in his eighth season. 

Another good hunter now doing 
Hunt duty for Essex is the erstwhile 
and well known ’chaser, of R. P. 
Gibb’s, Harlequin; and still another, 
a great sort that we saw, was Brigad- 
ier, an 8 year old Irish horse. 

Joint-Masters Messrs. Brady and 
Fowler with Huntsman Thomas have 
been anxious to breed out the pre- 
ponderance of Trigg blood in the 
pack. As the result of this endeavor, 
cinsiderable Va., bitches and 
of Bywaters strain have been intro- 
duced. True Boy, a half Trigg, well 
named for his ability to hunt a fox, 
is the stallion Hound, with consider- 
able representative off-spring already 
entered. True Boy is a big bodied 
hound with great strength and plenty 
of foot. He is an unusual looking 
type, with rather short ears, in con- 
trast to a typical Virginia Foxhound. 

Trigg hounds were said to be too 
smart, quickly learning many bad 
habits such as skirting and shirking 
the hunting job, only to hunt when 
the “‘sailin’ is easy’. The introduc- 
tion of Orange County and Bywaters 
strains has done much for Essex. 

We saw outstanding dog-hounds 
in Tailor, out of a Trigg-bitch; Bert- 
ram out of a Trigg by True Boy; 


some 








Boxer, in his second season, ‘‘good in 
his work’’, out of a Trigg; Tapster 
out of a Bywaters’ bitch by Joe 
Kemper; Hector, brother to Helmet 
% Trigg and % Virginia, out of an 
Orange County bitch by True Boy. 
Hector was hit by a car last fall, suf- 
fering broken hips. He was kept in 
a sling six weeks, and is now fully 
recovered, in his second season, a 
useful hunting Hound. His injury 
slowed him up slightly, but he’s ‘‘true 
and we use him in the mountains 
most’’, said Huntsman Thomas. 

Five couple of dog Hounds will be 
shown, 3% couple of these are litter 
brothers, out of a Trigg bitch by 
True Boy. This cross has brought 
out more of the lemon and fawn 
and white coloring, losing the Trigg 
characteristic of black and dark tan. 
In the 5 couple of Trigg Hounds to 
be shown, is Calvacade, an excellent 
type, bought in Kentucky, where he 
was a Field Trial winner. 

Of the bitches, Music, a Bywaters 
bitch, eleven years old is the favor- 
ite of Huntsman Thomas. This bitch 
is said to have an unusual note and 
is known by all; having great foot 
and never known to be outrun, even 
at her age now. She is one of the 
foundation bitches of the present 
pack, having four litters, of which 3 
have been entered, one this year. 

We were considerably impressed 


with the excllent kennel guarters. 





With a southern exposure and a fine 
slope for drainage, and a stream at 
the bottom, which may be damned up 
for hot spells in the summer, Essex 
Hounds have the finest in everything, 
including large spacious. sleeping 
rooms and special hospital and sick 
wards. 

Other fine bitch types that Hunts- 
man Thomas was good enough to 
show us were Ruby, out of a By- 
waters bitch, by Charley, five years 
old; Hefty, out of an Orange County 
bitch, dam of Helmet and Hector, 4 
years old, with a head like a dog 
hound, said to be an excellent hunt- 
er; Heresy, out of Hefty by True 
Boy, straight as a string, and really 
impossible to fault; her second sea- 
son, and to show as an entered bitch; 
Honesty, a full sister to Heresy, a 
good, strong sort to show as unen- 
tered bitch at Bryn Mawr and List- 
less, a full Trigg bitch, winner of the 
Couple Class in New York last win- 
ter, with her sister Lively.
